School Report, 1got. 


There has been general prosperity in the schools the past year. 

The school money was sufficient for twenty-seven weeks of 
school. 

The number of pupils who have attended school during the year 
has been 112. 

The number of children between the ages of five and fifteen, 
enumerated by the Truant Officer, was 108. 

The wages paid teachers have been the same as the last term of 
last year. 

It was found necessary last year, and also the present year, to 
change some books, those being used having been in school so long 
they were much behind the times, and many of the books badly 
worn. Other books will have to be changed soon. Improvements 
and changes and history are being made so rapidly that no text 
book ought to remain long in schools. 

The repairs needed the past year have been successfully made, 
and for the coming year few repairs will be necessary. 

The Board would express their gratification that parents and 
teachers and scholars have co-operated so well to secure efficiency 
in the school work of the year. ‘The sickness of the teacher of the 
spring term at Marshall’s Corner, and the employment of a substi- 
tute to finish the term, will explain why three teachers were em- 
ployed for so short a year of school work. We wish to emphasize 
the importance of first branches in the common school. Let all 
remember that to read and write and get a business knowledge of 
arithmetic, is the right of all the children of a free nation, and 
these rudiments of knowledge must not be denied them by giving 
an undue share of attention to higher studies. Only when these 
first things are well understood, is the pupil prepared to enter upon 
the attainment of a higher and polished education.
